a competency hearing later this week. • 

The boy, who was reported missing at 
10:39 p.m. on Aug. 8, lived with his father and 
step-mother. Kenneth and Shirley Gerken, 
owners of t he Gerken Egg farm. 



His parents told the Lake County .sheriff's 
Depl. that Dennis had gone to hod at 8:40 
p.m. and a short while later they found that 
he was missing. 

Sheriffs deputies, noting a patch of freshly 
over-turned dirt about three-tent hs-of-a-milo 
behind the farm house, discovered the boy's 
body in a shallow grave, covered with mud, a 
few hours later. 

The Lake County Coroner's report said 
that Dennis had died from head injuries 
causing blood traumas inside of the skull.

Procedures are underway 
to have a 200-bed teaching 
hospital specializing in 
secondary and tertiary 
health care on the campus of 
the University of Health 
Sciences/The - Chicago 
Medical School (UHS/CMS), 
located in North Chicago. 

City officials of North 
Chicago and business 
leaders from throughout the 
county expressed their sup- 
port of the project during a 
p/ess conference held at the 
UHS/CMS on Aug. 9, an- 
nouncing that the first steps 
'tpward construction are un- 
derway. 

Wayne Smith, executive 
vice president of Humana 
Inc., said. that a application 
for a certificate of need has 
been filed with the federal 
government. 

The process for obtaining 
the certificate generally 
takes about six months, and 
with . the approval of the 
federal government, con- 
struction could begin as soon 
as the certificate is received 
with a completion dale ex- 
pected to be sometime 
within 18 months to two 

years.

Humana Inc. is a $2.3 
billion corporation which 
owns and operates 89 acute- 
care community hospitals 
throughout the United 
States, " England, Swit- 
zerland and Mexico. 
Humana has been obtained 
by the Chicago Medical 
School Hospital Inc. to 
develop the hospital, 

North Chicago Mayor Bob- 
by Thompson said of the 
proposal, "We're very happy 
to have the Chicago Medical 
School building a hospital." 

"We hope that they can 
build it in a fast manner so 



that they will be able to em- 
ploy the people they say they 
can," he added, referring to 
the estimated 600 to 700 per- 
sons that the hospital is ex- 
pected to employ once it is 
fully operational. 

"I, as mayor, endorse the 
plan," he concluded. 

Bob Miehe of the National 
Bank of North Chicago, 
treasurer of the North 
Chicago Chamber of Com- 
merce, revealed that the 
Chamber has unanimously 
endorsed the concept plan 
durjng a board meeting. 

"We're proud to have the 
medical school in the com- 
munity and equally proud to 
have the hospital talked 
about coming to the com- 
munity," Miehe said. 

"We're excited about the 
economic benefits which it 
will bring," he added. 

"We look forward to 
working with the medical 
school and stand ready to 
assist the medical school in 
any way possible," Miehe 
concluded. 

Bob Byrne of AMMCO 
Tools Inc., North Chicago 
Chamber president, termed 
the move by the medical 
school to have a hospital con- 
nected with it as "a 
phenominal thing." 

"The additional care it will 
be able to give to the residen- 
ts.of the area will be of great 
help, particularly in the 
critical care areas, meaning 
possibly saving lives,'.' 
Byrne said. 

'it will be a remarkable 
economic asset," he added. 
"The University of Health 
Sciences/The Chicago 
Medical School has proven 
itself to North Chicago that it 
is a excellent corporate 
citizen,"

Three lawmakers spoke at a public 
meeting at Antioch Community High School 
lushing formation of an agency to manage 

le Chain 0' Lakes/Fox River waterways. 

State Sen. Adeline Geo-Karis (R-Zion), 
State Sen. Jack Schaffer (R-Crystal Lake) 
and State Rep. Robert "Churchill iR-Lake 
Villa) spoke to a group of about 50 people at a 
forum sponsored by the Northern Illinois 
.Conservation Club (NICC).

The NICC itself is not faking a stand on the 
question, which will be put to the voters in 
November, but it was obvious what the 
lawmakers think of the idea. 

The plan is not perfect, but it is all the area 
has, Churchill said. 

*'If voters say no, I don't know what to do," 
he said. "Those who say no will have to come 
forward with something. 

"Let's do it and get it on the road," Chur- 
chill said. 

He said that from the first time he ran for 
state representative, people have asked him 
if something could be done about the chain — 
something to keep it from dying. 

Geo-Karis and Schaffer also spoke 
favorably of (he plan. 

The proposed agency, the Chain 0' Lakes- 
Fox River Waterway Management Agency, 
would have seven members and would make 
reasonable and necessary rules and 
programs to maintain and improve the 
recreational waterway. 

It also will construct, obtain, improve and 
maintain public recreational facilities. To 
accomplish its tasks, the agency would be 
funded by federal, state; county and local 



funds, in addition to receiving a fee from 
boaters on the chain. Any boating fee would 
have to be discussed at a public hearing. The 
agency could not set fees for fishing, 
snowmobiling, waterskiing and other ac- 
tivities. 

Citizens at the meeting asked if any other 
way of protecting the chain could be used, 
but Churchill said it is a massive project. 

Both Schaffer and Churchill indicated lei 
lers had been sent out to local governme 
to see if the local bodies would like to be 
responsible for regulating and maintaining 
the waterway. 

The few that answered the letters in- 
dicated they would not able to do it finan- 
cially, Schaffer said. 

One meeting attendee. said the lakes are 
designed by -nature to fill up and die, but 
Schaffer said human's use of the chain has 
speeded up the process. 

"The death of the system has been speeded 
up," Schaffer said. 

Another attendee, who has a summer 
home on the chain, suggested the local 
regulation route, but Churchill reiterated 
Schaffer's statement that local 
municipalities don't want to get together on 
an alternate to t heagehcy. 

"The towns that responded were interested 
but cannot afford to do it," Schaffer 
repeated. 

Another member of the audience was con- 
fused by all the different versions of the 
proposal in circulation. 

Schaffer emphasized the importance of ob- 
taining the correct copy of the overview.

nounced the latest figures 
which indicate that during 
the month of July, 1984, 131 
persons died from injuries 
sustained from traffic ac- 
cidents on Illinois . streets 
and highways. 

State Police, District 2, 
which covers Lake, 
McHenry, DeKalb, Kane and 
DuPage Counties, reports 
112 persons have been killed 
in these counties since Jan. 1 
of 1984. One hundred and two 
persons were also killed 
during the same period in 

1983 in these counties. 

A breakdown of the coun- 
ties for statistics in July, 

1984 shows Lake County, six 
fatalities; McHenry County 
had no fatalities; DuPage 
County had six fatalities; 
Kane . County had six 
fatalities and DeKalb Coun- 
ty, no fatalities. 

As a comparison for July 
of 1983, Lake County had six 
'fatalities; McHenry County 
had two fatalities; DuPage 
had one fatality; Kane Coun- 
ty had one fatality; and 
DeKalb County had one 
fatality. 

There have been 792 per- 
sons killed in the entire state 
in 1984. There were 835 per- 
sons killed in the same 
period of 1983 showing a 
decrease of 43.
